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Sacramento’s Bethel Temple 


In this month of our District Conven- 
tion, it is appropriate that our attention 
should turn towards Sacramento and to 
the Convention’s host church. It is in- 
deed a pleasure to anticipate fellowship 
with the pastor and people of Bethel 
Temple and in the light of our expected 
visit there we find ourselves particularly 
interested in this fine assembly. As the 
largest assembly in our District, and the 
largest protestant congregation in our 
State Capital, Bethel Temple deserves 
both our esteem and our most respectful 
salute. 


Bethel Temple had its origin in Sac- 
ramento many years ago when a small 
group of believers met in a rented build- 
ing under the ministry of Albert Stuer- 
nagle. However, it was not until 1921 
that the first building was erected and 
the work given the name Full Gospel 
Church. In 1928 the assembly united 
with the General Council of The <As- 
semblies of God and called the late 
Brother Wesley R. Steelberg as pastor. 
A building fund was launched but 
Brother Steelberg was called elsewhere 
before an actual building program be- 
gan. In 1936 our present Superintendent, 
W. T. Gaston, accepted the call as pastor 
of the church. It was early in his min- 
istry that the name of the church was 
changed to Bethel Temple. In 1938, 
Brother Gaston and his people were 
able to proceed with the building pro- 
gram, and on July 4, 1939, they moved 
into their new building. The church 
also constructed a parsonage on the 
adjoining lot. By 1944, the building was 
entirely free of debt and Brother Gaston 
resigned to become District Superintend- 
ent.

Broth_r Nelson E. Hinman was called 


as pastor in the early part of 1945. He 
ministered for some seven years and dur- 
ing that time the church continued its 
splendid growth. A Sunday School an- 


nex was erected, a parking lot was se- 


cured, and a parsonage for the assist- 
ant pastor was purchased. Several new 
items of equipment were added to the 
plant and the building was thoroughly 
redecorated. The church became known 
and respected throughout the Sacra- 
mento area and the congregation more 
then doubled. 

With the resignation of Brother Hin- 
man in the fall of 1951, Pastor Clyde A.

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Henson was called and he assumed his 
duties at the close of that year. Under 
his ministry the church has steadily con- 
tinued its expansion and greater out- 
reach.

This attempt to set in order a few 
| abbreviated observations concerning the 
| latter day Pentecostal visitation, is being 
® undertaken in the full consciousness of 
| the author’s limited perception, and in 
total disregard of any set pattern of 
thought within or without our circle. 

- Some fifty years ago, a new religious 
| movement was born. Its chief claim to 
| distinction, was the message and testi- 
i mony of the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
} as experienced in the early history of the 
= Church. The world was ripe for a new 
® emphasis of the supernatural, so the 
dynamic revival spread quickly and has 
» continued with increasing momentum, 
bringing a fresh challenge to believing 
men to find for themselves a new and 
Pentecostal fulness of power, and to wit- 
ness to all men that Jesus Christ is in- 
5 deed the same yesterday, today, and for- 
® ever. 

When I think of the hostile attitudes 
and stern realities of those pioneer days, 
I regard it as an unspeakable mercy 
that I was enabled to understand and 
to string along with that peculiar but 

- happy little people. Let no one imagine 
- that great heroism and_ sacrifice was 
involved, far from it. For some of us who 
| had been raised in a climate character- 


_ those were happy days. Enthusiasm for 
Christ and His gospel, exuberant joy 
‘in His service, Spirit anointed worship 
and preaching—all this was so thrillingly 
different that spiritual appetites were 
whetted and dormant faith became ac- 
_ tively aggressive. In any realistic ap- 
| praisal of those days, one thing will ever 
| remain outstanding: the all pervading 
majestic presence of the blessed Holy 
Spirit was the attractive and propelling 
_ force in the movement. 
A brief word here as to the public 
service in those days will be of interest 
to late-comers and to outside friends of 
this fast growing church fellowship. The 
program was kept open to the unplanned 
- and extraordinary, yet there was seldom 
anything resembling disorder. There was 
little effort to attract attention by catchy 
sermon titles or by any well staged per- 
formance of top-notch musicians, as in- 
terest provoking as these arrangements 
can be. 

It was Spirit anointed men bringing 
back-to-the-Bible challenge that caused 
_ run-of-the-mill people to search the 
_ Scriptures daily to see whether or not 
_ these things were so. It was “the mani- 
_ festation of the Spirit”—things that could 
be seen and heard, plus the intangible,

mysterious, glowing reality that put a 
lilt into the spirits of people and a song 
on their lips. This newly discovered ro- 
mance in religion released the pioneers 
from any necessity to resort to enter- 
tainment. 


There was always plenty of time for 
prayer and praise, but the chief spot 
on the loosely held program was for the 
ministry of the Word. The earnest, 
straight-forward preaching held the re- 
spect and attention of expectant people. 
As hungry hearts would prayerfully open 
to the faith-provoking promises of the 
unchanging God, oftimes, as in Bible 
days, the ever blessed Spirit would fall 
upon them like rain on the mown grass. 
Oh the utter futility of attempting a 
word picture of a soul under the magic 
spell of unspeakable spiritual ecstasy! 
Saints drunk, but not with wine. Pente- 
cost repeated in all its wonder and glory, 
including the miracle of other tongues. 

There was something strong and abid- 
ing in those early baptisms. There was 
a fullness of spiritual liberty and power 
that sent men and women, young and 
old scurrying in every direction singing, 
witnessing, preaching. And the end is 
not yet. Praise the Lord! 

Outstanding in this movement, from 
the beginning, was a teaching and a 
testimony that was new and different. 
For this cause the work was labeled by 
reactionary leaders “a new religion” and 
given a place along with the cults who 
either ignore or reject the great funda- 
mentals of the Christian faith. Oppos- 
ition at this point has been strong. In 
the very early morning of our short 
history, men of influence flanked by 
tradition, and fortified by the sheer 
strength of numbers, brought out the 
heavy artillery to crush the militant lit- 
tle “cave of Adullam” army before it 
could establish a beach-head. It will not 
be news to anyone when I say that this 
violent and unfair opposition, failed. 
However, it did succeed in making the 
going rough and in creating an unreas- 
oning prejudice that has held millions 
in a wilderness of unsatisfied desire. 

In many respects the new religious 
crusade followed patterns that were 
hoary with age. There was, and is, sub- 
stantial agreement with evangelical 
churches in the great cardinal doctrines 
of the Bible: the inspiration of Scrip- 
tures, the Virgin birth, the full Deity and 
Lordship of Jesus, atonement at Calvary, 
forgiveness and cleansing, the free gift 
of everlasting life, the new creation, etc. 
All this and more we have always held

in common with Bible believing mem- 
bers of the great universal Church of 
Christ. 

So many basic truths held in sincere 
and worshipful love to God should keep 
believers, in the old camp or the new, 
from attitudes or antagonisms that are 
both unbecoming and inconsistent. 

If I could speak for our God honored 


movement, I would humbly acknowledge — 


our great debt to the reformers and re- 
vivalists of the centuries, who have car- 
ried the torch of truth even down to us. 
I would salute the great churches of the 
world where the gospel, even in part, 
has been proclaimed, and from whose 
sacred altars the great hymns and liter- 
ature of the church has been inspired. — 

Perhaps I can be forgiven here when 
I say, that in my humble opinion, our 
heaven blessed full gospel fellowship 
has not always been consistent at this 
point. This honest confession should 
prove good for the collective soul. There 
is always danger that devotees of for- 
ward movements may become so en- 
amored with their own distinctive mes- 
sage that they will fail to give proper 
consideration to weather-beaten truths 
for which older generations have paid a 
ereat price. Lack of equilibrium in in- 
dividuals may progress to the point of 
utter disdain for all those who are not in 
the groove with them. This is indeed a 
ereat error. 

The impact upon the world of this 
new type evangelism has been greater 
than is generally recognized. Its hard 
won success is reflected in the blessing

An Inspiring Challenge 


“They are brimful of sweet wine.”— 
Acts 2:13, Weymouth 

“Be not drunk with wine ... but be 
filled with the Spirit.’—Eph. 5:18 


The word “Pentecost” has often fallen 
from the mouths of its foes and by them 
it has been abused, misused, misunder- 
stood and repeatedly misinterpreted. 
And even from the mouths and the lives 
of its friends, the word has frequently 
suffered injustice. 


Origin of the Word “Pentecost” 


As all Bible students, both minister- 
ia] and lay, well know, the word “Pente- 
cost’ in the Old Testament referred to 
the “Feast of Pentecost” which occurred 
fifty days after the Passover. It took 
place at the beginning of summer, just 
at the conclusion of the corn harvest 
and at the beginning of the harvest of 
other produce. Hence it is also referred 
to as the “Feast of the First-fruits.” The 
Israelites brought the first-fruits of their 
harvest to the Lord at this feast in re-

memberance of His goodness to them 
and in anticipation of a God-blest har- 
vest during the months ahead. They ex- 
pected a harvest that would fill all of 
their baskets and garners full to the 
brim! 

The word “Pentecost” took on added 
importance and meaning as the New 
Testament Church came into existence. 
For it was on the day of Pentecost, at 
the birth of the Church, that the Holy 
Spirit was first outpoured upon the dis- 
ciples. Since that time, such terms as 
“Pentecostal experience,” “Pentecostal 
power,” and “Pentecostal enduement” 
have been used to refer to the original 
and subsequent events involved in the 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit upon 
God’s people. 


Use of the Word “Pentecost” 


We are well aware of the fact that 
the word “Pentecost” has been used de- 
risively by many, especially during the 
past fifty years. Often it has been used 
to mock those who believed that a 
“Spirit filled life and experience” was 
God’s plan for His people today as well 
as for the early disciples. But neither 
the derisive cries of those whose eyes 
are_closed to the realities of Pentecostal 
experience, nor the unwise actions of 
some who have claimed to be Pente- 
costal, have been able to detract from 
the genuiness of a Spirit-filled life. 

It is to be fervently hoped and prayed 
for that we as Pentecostal people will 
never condone nor defend that which 
has the spurious mark on it; but on the 
other hand, that we will continue to 
encourage one another ever to seek for 
and enter into a genuinely deeper Spirit- 
filled life. For surely here is Christ’s 
plan for His church. Here is the salva- 
tion of the Church from dead ortho- 
doxy, formalism, and even rank mod- 
ernism. All of these are familiar and 
formidable foes to Christ’s Church in 
the middle of this twentieth century. 
Here too, in a constant enduement of 
Holy Ghost power upon the Church, is 
the solution to the constantly increasing 
problem of evangelizing the world. 


The Outcome of the Practice 
of Pentecost 


When Paul and Silas so effectively 
preached Christ at Thessalonica, their 
enemies brought them before the rulers 
of that city, and they accused them in 
this manner: “These that have turned 


the world upside down are come hither 
also!” That perhaps was a slight exag-— 
geration, but there certainly is no ques- 
tion but that they made a tremendous 
impression on the society of their day. — 
The results of their anointed testimon- 
ies, teaching, and preaching, and the 
example of their -Spirt-filled living was 
seen in the spiritual earthquake they 


caused in city after city where they — 


ministered and in the multitude of new — 
churches that sprang up in the wake of 
their travels. 

Have we not seen something akin to 
this phenomena during the past half 
century? The Pentecostal flame leaped 
over many centuries, which, in varying 
degrees were barren of real spiritual re- 
sults, and once again set on fire hun- 
dreds of thousands of individuals and 
thousands of bands of believers. Cer- 
tainly it has been astounding, to say the — 
least, to behold what “the Lord hath 
done” during the past fifty years. Not 
only has this latter day outpouring of — 
God’s Holy Spirit borne direct results — 
evidenced in the modern Pentecostal — 
movement, but it has had its indirect — 
effect upon many other groups and de- 
nominations. In truth, it has succeeded 
in warming some of them up consider- — 
ably! And for all of this God can be — 
praised. For Christ has only ONE ~ 
Church in the final analysis, and it is — 
His desire that every branch of His — 
Church be filled to the brim with His 
power, in order that His full plan in © 
the earth might be accomplished. 


The Need for Pentecostal Men Today — 
Signs of Christ’s coming are ever in- | 
creasing. During the past few decades _ 


we have been propelled from one “age” 


to another “age” in rapid succession. 
From the “horse and buggy” age we 
moved to the “automobile” age. That 
age had scarcely had time to grow out 
of its infancy before we discovered our- 
selves in the “airplane” age; and in ver 
recent years we suddenly found that 
we were living in the “jet, the atomic, 
and the hydrogen age.’ We scarcely 
know what tomorrow holds for us— 
EXCEPT THIS: regardless of the 
stepped-up progress of scientific achieve- 
ment and the rapid occurrance of world 
events, we are STILL Christ’s Ambas- 
sadors on this earth. We are STILL His 
Church. We are STILL the salt and the 
lights in the world. We are STILL the 
instruments and the vessels through 
which He is going to accomplish His 
divine plan in this world. If this be so, 
and it certainly is, then how very much 
we need the same presence, power, and 
infilling of the Holy Ghost that the 
early first century disciples possessed. 
The writer of Genesis says that: “the — 
earth was FILLED with violence” in — 
Noah’s day. Gen. 6:11. And Jesus added — 
in Matt. 24:37, “But as the days of Noe — 
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“were, so shall also the coming of the 
Son of man.” There is a marked in- 
crease of violence even in this beloved 
land of ours. If the present rate of in- 
crease continues, it will not be long be- 
fore it can be said once again that “the 
earth is filled with violence.” With ever 
advantage and comfort which our hod 
ern age brings to our civilization, never 
before could it be said that people were 
so FILLED with ambition, FILLED 
with self-seeking, FILLED with every 
» carnal desire possible. And yet they are 
souls for which Christ died, and whom 
_ we are commissioned to reach with the 
: es of Jesus Christ. How are we to 
do it? Certainly such a frightening pic- 
ture of the world’s state and need could 
_ totally discourage us were it not for one 
_ thing. God still endues His people with 
_ the power of the Holy Ghost, IF they 
“hunger and thirst after righteousness.” 


_ The Pentecostal Fullness 


On that memorable day of Pentecost, 
_ the unbelieving Jews who stood by and 
_ observed the disciples who hed. just 
_ been filled with the Holy Ghost, ridi- 
_ culed them. Some being amazed asked, 
“What meaneth this?” Others mocking, 
_ assured those who were in doubt, “These 
men are full of new wine.” Weymouth 
_ translates the answer this way: “They 
are BRIMFUL of sweet wine.” It was 
_ quite true that the disciples were BRIM- 
FUL all right—not of wine, but of the 
_ blessed Holy Spirit! Peter was quick to 
_ explain the difference. 
_ But herein lies the glorious success of 
_ the early church—a BRIMFULNESS of 
_ the Holy Ghost. Here is the power with 
_ which the Assemblies of God and every 
- other branch of the Church of Jesus 
- Christ can meet the unparalleled chal- 
lenge of this present hour—a BRIM- 
~ FULNESS of God's Spirit. 


_ Brimful of God 


_ The world about us is filled to the 
_ brim with iniquity and wickedness of 
_ every kind. Paul warned us not to be- 
come intoxicated with its wine, but 
_ rather to be “filled with the Spirit.” (Eph. 
_ 5:18.) God help us not forever to be

_ problem of meeting the tremendous need 
_ of our day, but rather to “seek the Lord,” 
“wait upon God,” “tarry in His pres-

and betterment of many circles outside 
its own, though the source of this bor- 
rowed light and energy may never be 
fully known or acknowledged. 

That there is intrinsic character and 
real spiritual content in this work is fully 
known by many who still maintain a 
respectable distance and discreet silence 
for obvious reasons. I happen to know 
that not a few of these would welcome 
an inner glow transfusion if they could 
be sure that this shot-in-the-arm could 
be administered quietly into the old 
blood stream leaving the theological 
system undisturbed. The way it looks 
from here, however, can be stated in a 
few words. If these good friends are to 
cuntinue to insist on the status quo in 
religious policy and procedure, as it 
seems they will, and if we are to con- 
tinue to insist on untrammeled freedom 
for the sovereign Spirit to operate as He 
will, as we should, then it will follow as 
a matter of course that we must remain

A hungry mul- 
titude, a blind beggar, a palsied man, a 
lonely sinful woman, a dead child and 
a sorrowing p-rent, a huge, bustling city 
filled wth religion but empty of light and 
grace—all of these so touched the heart 
of the Mast-r that, with a surge of pity

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wept over His beloved Jerusalem! How 
fortunate are we that the writers of the 
Sacred Story have permitted us_ this 
amazing penetration into the very heart 
of Jesus! Here is revealed for all to see, 
His motivating foree—“He was moved 
with compassion”! 

How we suffer by comparison! The 
old, oft-used expressions, “A burden for 
souls”, and “A passion for the lost’, are 
slowly dying out of common usage. Com- 
placent self-satisfaction is apparently dis- 
placing that essential inner urge to throw 
oneself into the thick of the world’s stag- 
gering need and spend and be spent for 
God. “Take it easy’, “don’t over-do’, 
“be careful not to over-exert” are the 
watchwords of our generation, while the 
critical, urgent need of a lost world is 
ever increasing around us. More than 
ever in Christian history there is a de- 
mand for men who, like Adoniram Jud- 
son of old, will cry, “Now let me burn 
out for God!”

“Revivaltime” Tells 


This is the story of a woman’s min- 
istry to a man—a man with a bad repu- 
tation. This is the story of a woman who, 
at seventy years of age, would mount a 
horse so wild and jumpy that two men 
had to hold the reins. She had purchased 
the horse at a knock-down price because 
his owner was afraid to ride him . . . 
but she rode for an hour every morn- 
ing, sometimes with the reins in one 
hand and a speech in the other. At sixty- 
three she would swim across Lake 
George in four hours. She would sleep 
with a pad and pencil beside her bed 
and. any time during the night she 
might call one of three secretaries to 
take dictation. Work! She never was 
afraid of work. 

The world will not soon find her 
equal. During her lifetime she turned 
down marriage offers from millionaires 
and a thousand others. A prince from 
one of Europe’s most prominent royal 
families followed her for months and 
begged her to marry him. Dale Carne- 
gie, who has recorded so many of these 
facts, went on record that she was the 


~ most wonderful woman he had ever 


known. She lived to be the General of 
an Army with thirty thousand officers 
working in eighty-six countries, and 
when she was three score and ten her 
hair was still a dark red. Her driving 
passion and desire never changed. She 
hungered to see men and women trans- 
formed by the power of God. Her name? 
Fvangeline Booth of the Salvation Army. 


All that I have said came with later 
years . . . but as a young officer at 
the turn of the century she was on her 

- way to the Yukon. Gold had been dis- 
covered in Alaska. Crowds of men were 
hurrying to the far North and she knew 
her ministry would be needed there. 
Her party consisted of two trained 
nurses and several assistants. When she 
landed at Skagway, eggs were 25 cents 
apiece and butter sold for $3 a pound. 


People were hungry and every man was 


carrying a gun. Everywhere she heard 
men talking about “Soapy” Smith—the 
Killer of the Klondike. He and his gang 
laid in wait for miners returning from 
the gold fields and shot and plundered 
without warning. The United States 
Government had sent an armed posse 
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the radio minister of

to take him, but “Soapy” Smith had 
slain all of them and escaped. Skagway 
was a tough place. Five men were 
killed there the day Evangeline arrived. 


The night was cold and the meeting 
place was on the banks of the Yukon 
River. It wasn't hard to get lonely men 
singing songs they had heard their 
mothers sing. While Evangeline was 
singing one man brought a blanket and 
threw it around her shoulders. 

It was after midnight when the meet- 
ing broke. Evangeline and her helpers 
had started a little fire and were making 
cocoa to drink when they saw five men 
approaching with guns. As soon as they 
got within speaking distance their lead- 
er doffed his hat and announced: “I’m 
‘Soapy Smith and I’ve come to tell you 
how much I enjoyed your singing.” 
Then he added, “I was the man who 
sent you the blanket while you were 
singing. You can keep it, if you want 
to.” When she spoke of danger, “Soapy” 
assured her that while he was there he 
would protect her. 

Then Evangeline talked to him un- 
der the white light of the midnight sun. 
She said, “I'm giving life and youre 
taking it. That’s not right. You can’t 
win. They'll get you sooner or later.” 
She took him back over his childhood

memories. She spoke to him of his 
mother. He told her that his grand- 
mother had taken him to meetings, and 
at the time of her death she had asked 
him to sing for her a song they had 
heard together at those meetings: 
My heart is now whiter than snow 
For Jesus abides with me here. 
My sins which are many, I know 
Are pardoned. My title is clear. 
Evangeline asked him to kneel with 
her. I have often tried to visualize the 
two of them—‘Soapy” Smith, wanted 
by the United States Government for 
armed robbery and murder, and the 
tall, slender Salvation Army girl — as 
they got down on their knees and wept 
and prayed together under the northern 
pines. Tears were shed. He promised 
that he would give himself up. Miss 
Booth promised that she would inter- 
cede for him. 
That.was four o'clock in the morning. 
At nine one of his men arrived with 
fresh bread and a pound of butter. 
“Soapy’ had prevailed on one of the 
bad women of Skagway to do a little 
baking for the good woman who had 
come to Alaska to preach and love pur- 
ity and forgiveness. Yes, a miracle of 
God’s grace had been wrought that 
night in the life of “Soapy” Smith. 
Two days later somebody shot 
“Soapy, and Skagway erected a monu- 
ment to honor the man who did it. But 
all her life Evangeline carried the mem- 
ory of the Arctic night on the banks of 
the Yukon when a prodigal and outlaw 
heard and believed the Words of “Jesus, 
Lover of My Soul” and “Home, Sweet

Eleventh National Sunday School Convention 


Seven successful pastors and leaders 
in the Sunday School field have accepted 
invitations to speak at the 11th National 
Sunday School Convention. This, the 
world’s largest Sunday School Conven- 
tion, will meet March 30 through April 
a, 1954, in the Kiel Municipal ‘Auditor- 
iam, St. Louis, Missouri. Among the 
speakers is Ralph M. Riggs, General 
Superintendent of the Assemblies of God. 

Thursday morning of the convention 
Clyde A. Henson, pastor of Bethel Tem- 
ple, Sacramento, California, will speak. 
Twenty-seven delegates from his church 
travelled a total of “56, 322 miles one way 
to the 10th National Convention to win 
the church attendance trophy. 

Bethel Temple's average Sunday 
School attendance for February, 1952, 
prior to the 10th Convention, was 468. 
Its average for November 1953 was 855. 
One of the delegates said, “In every serv- 
ice (of the 10th National Convention) 
I prayed, ‘Oh, Lord, please help me to 
remember all this!” It looks as if he did. 

The year Pastor Henson's delegates 
brought home the trophy, his Sunday 
School received a rating of 67 per cent 
according to the National Sunday School 
Standard.

“I am crucified with Christ; neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I but Christ liveth in 
me, Gal. 2:20 

Have you ever heard the expression 
or excuse, “I can’t help it if I say and do 
things in such a blunt or crude manner, 
~ Iam an INDIVIDUAL and that’s how 
God made me.” Even if it is the cause 
of someone losing out with God, a soul 
damned for eternity, or the losing of a 
fine Christian friend. Such is the atti- 
tude of many so-called Spirit filled 
Christians. 


The Lesson We Must Learn 


But these words written by the Apos- 
tle Paul cause us to wonder, is such an 
attitude that of a consecrated Spirit- 
filled child of God? They say in effect, 
“There has to be a breaking of my inde- 
pendence and surrendering of myself 
to my Master.” No one can do this for 
me, I must do it myself. It means break- 
ing the husk of my individual independ- 
ence of God, and the freeing of my per- 
sonality into union and oneness with 
Himself. 

This lesson had to be learned by the 
apostle Peter. In Him we see an example 
of individuality and personality. Before 
Pentecost it was Peter the individual 
and after Pentecost, Peter the person- 


ality.

The Nature of Individuality 

The characteristics of individuality 
are independence and self-assertiveness. 
Wasn't it Peter who placed himself 
above the wisdom of his Lord and the 
faithfulness of his brethren when he 
— said, “Although all shall be offended yet 
will I not.” Peter was quite sure of him- 
self. But we need to read only a few 
lines further in the narrative to find 
that he, Peter the individual, wasn't 
even as faithful as John. “And Simon 
Peter followed Jesus, and so did another 
disciple; that disciple was known unto 
the high priest, and went in with Jesus 
into the place of the high priest .. . 
but Peter stood at the door without. 
Yes, he not only stood without but he 
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was tempted and foiled by a young 
damsel into denying his Lord. 


Individuality is the husk of the per- 
sonal life. Individuality is all elbows, it 
separates and isolates. It is character- 
istic of a child. 


The Disciples Display Individuality 


Remember the occasion recorded in 
Mark 9:33-37. The disciples had been 
contending about pre-eminence. They 
were in a heated dispute among them- 
selves, as to who should be, or was the 
greatest of the twelve disciples. Perhaps 
Peter began the jealous dispute, remind- 
ing them that he kept the house where 
Jesus was entertained. Perhaps John 
asked him to remember the place Jesus 
usually gave him at the table. Perhaps 
Andrew suggested that Simon might as 
well bear in mind that he had led him 
to Jesus down in Bethabara. Then Mat- 
thew broke in and very imperiously de- 
clared that none were business men as 
he had been, and with such a rich back- 
ground he felt quite capable. And then 
James insisted that age and experience 
had some rights in the reckoning of 
precedence. Thus they all had painted a 
conceited picture of themselves in their 
own mind’s eye. It was not the Spirit 
of God at work but rather, the old-man 
shoving and pushing himself out and 
up above all else. 


The Pattern for Today's Believers 

Surely this is not God’s plan and pro- 
gram for His children. God wants to 
bring you and me into union with Him- 
self and in so doing blend our person- 
alities with that of brothers and sisters 
in Christ. But unless you and I are will- 
ing to give up our right to ourselves He 
cannot. The scripture says, “If any man 
will come after Me, let him deny him- 
self.” We are to deny our independence, 
our wants, wishes, carnal desires, and 
even our right to ourselves. Only then 
will our real self have a chance to blos- 
som and grow. 

Then what is the difference between 
a personality and an individual? Per- 
sonality is that peculiar, unmeasured 
thing that is meant when we speak of 
ourselves as distinct from everyone else. 
Our personality is the characteristic of 
the spiritual man eyen as our individual 
nature is the characteristic of the nat- 
ural or carnal] man. God never intended 
for us to be robots all having the same 
personality, but He created us as dis- 
tinct personalities.

Anti-God ; 

A United News Press Story reports 
that the Communist government of Po- 
land has ordered all newspapers to spell 
the word “God” with a small rather than 
‘a Capital “C”. 

Billings for Alcohol 

The Office of Business Economics has 
estimated total expenditures of consu- 
mers for alcoholic beverages in the U.S. 
in 1952 were over 9.5 billion. Increase of 
$770 million since °48.. 

What an Army? 

The Official Catholic Directory, 1953, 
reports that the U.S., Alaska, and Ha- 
waiian Islands have 30,425,015 Catho- 
lics. The last 15 is impressive, showing 
how carefully the membership is 
counted. 

But Dr. Montano of the Converted 
Catholic, who well knows the system 
followed for gathering such. statistics, 
says that no one knows better than the 
hierarchy that the number is at least 
50 per cent wishful thinking. It may im- 
press the public and attract the interest 
of those who like to follow the crowd. 

Every baby baptized in a Catholic 
family is counted, and always will be. 
Even the “heretics” are counted unless 
they have been formally excommuni- 
-eated, which seldom takes place. Dr. 
Montano estimates, after many years of 
dealing with Catholics, that seven out 
_of ten refuse to be branded as 100 per 
cent Catholic, objecting to the teaching 
or to the clerical hierarchy. 

Protestants in Mexico 

It is reported that the Protestant 
churches in Mexico are growing faster 
than those in the U.S.A. There are some 
584 Protestant churches in Mexico and 
these have doubled in membership dur- 
ing the past 14 years. 

Parents Prosecuted 

Henceforth, the sins of the children 
shall be visited on the parents in Los 
Angeles County. So decided 60 officials, 
meeting in November in the first gen- 
eral session of the newly organized Co- 
ordinating Council of Law Enforcement 
Agencies. Parents of youngsters caught 
in acts of vandalism will be prosecuted 
for failure to see that their children ob- 
serve the curfew law. 

Baby Boom 

The greatest baby boom in United 
States history continued unchecked 
through 1953, with the total of babies 
born during the year establishing a new, 
all-time high of more than 3,950,000. 
Miss America 

It is significant that no “Miss America” 
since 1947 has been a user of tobacco 
or alcoholic beverages. 
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Church Building Boom 


Ever since building restrictions were 
lifted in 1947, American religions have 
been sparking the biggest church-build- 
ing boom in their history. The peak year 
thus far was 1951, when $452,000,000 
worth of new church buildings were 
erected. But according to figures for the 
first half of 1953, released last week by 
the Department of Commerce, this year’s 
construction may be just as large or 
larger. During the first six months, $208,- 
000,000 was to be spent on ecclesiastical 
architecture a 17 per cent increase. over 
the same period last year. In June alone, 
$38,000,000 worth of church building be- 
gan, which is 23 per cent more than last 
year’s rate. The estimates are that the 
Roman Catholic Church will, over a ten- 
year period, have spent ten billion by 
1955 for new parochial schools and 
churches. 


Public Schools Bulging 


Governor Goodwin J. Knight, stated 
that “If we build 13 new school-rooms 
each day, between now and 1960, we 
will have just enough space to take care 
of our increased school enrolment by 
that time.” 

Governor Knight also stated that “Just 
20 years ago, in 1933, only 75,000 babies 
were born in California. By 1943 this 
number more than doubled to 175,000. 
Now in 1953 we expect the stork to de- 
liver us 300,000 new citizens, nearly 
four times as many as we had 20 years 
ago. Think of all our Sunday School 
prospects in California! 

The Fruit of Folly 

Today we are reaping what the par- 
ents of the presesnt generation sowed: 
a wilful disregard of the Bible teaching 
on child training and proper discipline 
in the home and in our schools. J. Edgar 
Hoover, FBI chief, warned recently that 
a “flood tide” of teen-age offenders soon 
may confront the nation with “a crime 
wave of greater over-all proportions than 
anything known heretofore.” He warned 
law enforcement agencies, “A failure of 
law enforcement agencies to accurately 
appraise these ominous developments 
and take preventive action immediately 
will itself be tantamount to a social 
crime.” 


Israel’s Mineral Wealth 


Within the next six to seven years, 
Israel's income from various mining en- 
terprises will reach about $50,000,000 
annually and this increase will alter the 
country’s present financial picture, Dr. 
Dov Joseph, Minister of Development, 
told a meeting in Rehovot.

That there are 2,500,000,000 people in 
the world, and over half of them have 
never heard the name of Jesus?

ITY and INDEPENDENCE, but only 
in terms of PERSONALITY. Never do 
you find the characteristics of individu- 
ality (independence and self-assertive- 
ness) coloring His motives. He said, 
“I and my Father are one,” and as we 
listen to Him in the garden we hear 
words of surrender, “Not my will, but 
thine be done.” It is in these passages 
that we see the real personality of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He does not demand 
His own independence or selfish way, 
but merges and looses Himself in the 
Father. And it is only as you and I 
merge ourselves, not only with our 
Heavenly Father but with our fellow 
man, that our real identity (person- 
ality) is brought forth. 

The Product of Divine Power 

When the Love of God strikes a man, 
he is transformed into a new creature, 
he no longer insists upon his separate 
individuality. Christ in His prayer to 
the Father for the perservering of His 
apostles prays, “That they all may be 
one; as thou, Father art in me, and I in 
_ thee, that they also may be one in us:” 
Thank God this prayer was answered in 
the lives of the apostles on the day of 
Pentecost. Peter the INDIVIDUAL be- 
came Peter the PERSONALITY. Not 
only was the life of Peter changed but 
the lives of the twelve. Acts 1:13-14, 
“And when they were come in they went 
up into an upper room, where abode 
both Peter, and James, and John, and 
Andrew, Phillip, and Thomas, Bartholo- 
mew, and Matthew, James the son of 
Alphaeus, and Simon Zelotes, and Judas 
the brother of James. These all con- 
tinued with ONE ACCORD in prayer 
and supplication. . .” 

No longer do we see a group of quib- 
ling men bitterly disputing for individ- 
ual supremacy but we see them melted 
together lifting up the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Not twelve INDIVIDUALS but 
twelve PERSONALITIES. 

The Secret of This Transformation 

What makes the difference? Jesus 
_ Christ frees the personality, and the 
individuality is transformed by love and 
personal devotion to Jesus wrought by 
the Holy Spirit. The indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit causes us to take on His 
personality, “©... for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, 
that shall he speak: ... HE SHALL 
GLORIFY ME.” 

This is God’s blue-print for His peo- 
ple. We are not to be as individuals, 
building up personal advantages and 
comforts for ourselves, and in so doing 
tearing down the kingdom of Heaven. 
We are to become bond-slaves to Christ 
that our personalities and God-given 
talents might not remain isolated for 
the personal life of Mr. Individuality, 
but that they may be useful in the hands 
of the Master.
